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Science at home 


A candle can teach you a thing or two about motion. 
And a bowl of sand, about displacement. Here's how! 



© Poke a needle through 
the middle of the 
candle. 


The candle should be 
equally balanced on 
both sides of the needle. 




Coarse sand 


Fill 3/4 bottle with sand. 



Q Add water until the sand is 
saturated. 



Water 
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q Tape long safety 
pins on two cups 
to make a stand. 


© Place the ends of 
needle in the eyes 
of the pins. 
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Add some more water 
so that a little floats 
on top. 


© On pressing the bottle, 
more water should 
ooze out from the 
sand. Instead, 
the extra water 
is sucked in! 
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
